now in hiding. Prior to this post, Trifh aas the chief of the 
Iron Qaard* s Chlslsaa (BesaraMa) eenter. When, daring World 
War H, a Gecrman major, bgr the name of Doering, vas assassinated 
in a Bucharest hotel, oooupied ly the OeiTDan Military Mission, 
Viorel Trifa issued a Manifesto, a translation of idsieh is 
attaohed hereto, xihioh vas dlstriboted in thousands of ooplea 
throo^iiotrt Bumania* 




FoUovlng this Manifesto, the Iron Quard, under the Icstder- 
idtip of Trlfa and others paraded through the streets of Bodmtrest, 
hailing Hitler and Mhssolinl in front of the Oexnan and Italian 
legations, shouting tlto foUotrlQg slogans t 



"We vant a Legionnalra Gor er n m entl 

long live President Boris Sima, the Commandant of ibe leglbnl 
Death to the Masons and Jeirsl* 

Subsequent thereto the paraders set fire to the Dade^i^stl and 
Vaoarestl seetlona of Moharest, vhioh vere Inhabited elnbst eos- 
clualTeiy hy Jevs, and looted t^ same. 



When Antones^ and the Iron Guard fell out, its leaders inelnding 
,yiorel Trlfa, fled to Geraony odiere they veare veil reoelred hy the 
Gomsm Ooveirment, They estahllahsd their headquarters in a suank 
Berlin sector on Alutriiallee, pla^ni at their dii^sal by the Hhai 
authorities. Whan eritlcira against the Iron (hsard beoanae of its 
mardera, robberies and lootings had bocraae unbearahl®, Horia Sima, 
in an attempt to vindicate the Guard* s reputation, eliminated the 
leaders vho wore responsihle for these actions, Inoludlng Viorel
